April 12, 1892.-News 
of distress in business Mid of labor trou- 
bles now BOW from almost all foreign 
countries, as well aa our own. What in 
the cause of this aitaation, and why 
doea it extend over all the world, is a 
question of grave inquiry. The cause 
ought to be traced out, and if it comes 
from one common cause, aa the Kepub- 
licans say it does, the world ought to 
know it and hereafter avoid such a 
calamitous situation. 

It ought now to be clear to all oltserv- 
ing men that there is such an intimate 
connection between nations in business 
matters that the trade and labor systen 
of the one cannot be seriously effected 
without injury to the other. The old 
idea was that if one nation could oppresa 
cripple and injure another, it, itself 
would prosper the more thereby. But 
economical writers showed to the wo 
that such a doctrine was most absurd. 

It is stated, and it ia true, that the 
richer and more prosperous a nation is, 
the better it is for its neighbors. This is 
true because it hi 
exchange for otter products and its 
want* are greater. 

It does not require a prof(

than pove rty and that it is more profita- 
ble to trade with a prosperous, active, 
thrifty nation than with a lazy, poverty- 
stricken one. 

It follows then that if we cannot trade 
with other nations, they cannot trade 
with M And as we mutually depend, 
in some degree on one another, had 
times in one will cause the same in the 
other. If one man, for any cause, be- 
comes so situated that he cannot buy, 
and has nothing to sell he, as far as trade 
is concerned, is at a stand-Btill. If we 
extend the same rule from one individual 
to a community, the effect will be the 
same. And if we still extend it to a na- 
tion the rule will not change. 

From thia it is evident that all civilized 
commercial people are so dependent, 
one upon the other, that a serious crisis 
in one effects the other, and the wider 
it extends, the more injurious the situa- 
tion becomes. 

For the last fifteen or twenty years 
many European nations as well aa the 
United States, have done all they could, 
in the way of law-making, to cause t hem - 
selves and their neighbors injury. They 
have tried by laws to restrict trade, and, 
by onerous taxes, placed heavy burdens 
on the products of labor. Under the 
pretense of protecting labor, they have 
limited the number of those who pur- 
chase the products of labor, by placing a 
tax upon them. This rule has been 
pursued in Germany, Holland, Italy 
Spain and in some degree, in France, 
and the same result baa followed as with 
us. It seems high time that we were 
following aaother rule. 

If we cast aside all these restrictions 
and leave trade to find its own channel, 
and enterprise to pursue its own course, 
we will escape many of the troubles we 
now have. Whenever we disturb the

find a home market for all they produce 
is ridiculous. 

They would not be any better off if 
they did, and unless they can produce 
mora than the home market can consume 
they will not be prosperous. If a farmer 
or a mechanic can only produce what he 
requires for his home consumption, and 
has nothing to sell in order to buy what 
others produce theu he will remain

For 
instance, level the tariff on the articles 
that are consumed alike by the laboring 
classes and the rich. Make one law 
effecting one citixen equal to another, in 
this world as it is in the next, and yon 
will not hear of armies of common weal 
tramps, tramping over the country. If 
these persona w ould go home and try to 
produce something to eat and wear and

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BRECKINRIDGE. 

The New York Sun and Several 
Other Women Review the Naety 
Damage Suit 

And Roast Mrs. Bullitt for Taking 
the Part of the Sllver-Tongued 
Statesman. 

THE CODE OF MORALS. 

The New York Sun reviews Mi 
Cuthbert Bullitt's remarkable card on 
the Breckinridge case. The editorial is 
headed "An CndcHerved Feminine Bv- 



"Mrs. Cuthbert Bnllitt of Kentucky, 
exhorts the women of that State not to 
be 'too hard on Col. Breckinridge.' She 
asks for him consideration at their hands 
on the same ground that it waa asked by 
his counsel at Washington, namely, that 
'he was the victim of of a smooth- 
tongued siren, an.l with a man's passion, 
which is different from a woman's he 
could not tear himself from her.' 

"The condemnation which listens to 

on Mish I'ollard alone. The moral of 
the case, in her view, is that w 
not punish such an offence in i 
severely euongh. *l,et the ladies be 
sterner with their own sex,' she says, 
'and such disgraceful things as the 
Breckinridge case will in the future be 
unknown.' She thus imposes on women 
a moral obligation different from that to 
which she holds men, on the plea that 
the discrimination is justified by tl 
difference in their passions.' 

"Undoubtedly this discrimination 
often made by women. There is a fei 
inine disposition to extenuate in men 
licentiousness which they refuse utter- 
ly to tolerate in women. Thus they 
already Btern toward 'their on sex,' but 
lenient to men. That this sternness 
could hardly be made any sterner is 
proved by Mrs. Bullitt's tenderness to- 
ward Col. Breckinridge and her uncom- 
promising denunciation of Mias Pollard. 
The woman knew the man was married, 
she says, and therefore she was a 'brazen 
brute.' But to Col. Breckinridge, who 
also knew he was married, she has no 
term of indignant reproach to apply. 
She insists that 'something is due him,' 
in spite of his perfidy, but she has no 
toleration for Miss Pollard. The infer- 
ence from her letter is that a man is a 
'brute' naturally and necessarily, but a 
woman can make herself a brute only 
by violating aud outraging her natural 
instincts. 

'It is that discrimination in favor of 
men rather than any failure of women 
to be sufficiently stern 'with their own 
sex, 'which incites 'such disgraceful 
things as the Breckenridge case,' and it 
continue to incite them in the fu- 
A cowardly man takes advantage 
of this feminine disposition to palliate 
uline depravity on the theory that 
it is natural in man. Such a base fel- 
low is always ready to defend himself 
by saying that "the woman tempted me:' 
that he was lead astray by a smooth- 
tongued siren, and with a man's passion, 
which is different from a woman's, he 
could not tear himself from her.' 

'The distinction, however, is justified 
neither in morals nor by the constitution 
of man. It cannot be accepted without 
destroying the safeguards of society. If 
licentiousness in men is excusable be- 
i of it, whenever they yield to any 
other of their brutal instincts they are 
equally defensible. It makes of men 
?s who are not amenable to the 
I law, and restricts the obligations 
of that law and its enforcement to wo- 
lf women do not keep men 
straight by keeping strrght themselves, 
it m*.. the lurq.ity of m.n pardonable. 
It is merciful toward a man's infidelity, 
but the woman with whom he offends, 
it denounces unmercifully as a 'brazen 
brut* who knew he could no. marry 
But he knew also that he could 
not marry her; and, moreover, he had 
mnly pledged himself to fidelity to 
wife, while his paramour was free 
from the pledge of marriage, and waa 
r obligation to the general moral 
nly. 

rs. Bullitt is all wrong about men. 
They are fully as capable as women of 
obeying their moral and civil obligations. 
They are no leas capable of sclfrestraint, 
ii society advances from savagery so 
as they exercise that capability. The 
ititutiou of marriage, established in 
barbarism even, is for the protection of 
uen no leas than women, and its obliv- 
ious rest on them equally. It iB Uie 
»nter about which the social orgnniaa- 
iun is built up, and an outrage against 
t, whether committed by a woman or 
iy a man, is a capital offense against so- 
tety, as all men know. A man might 
ib well expect excuse for yielding to any 
Other brutal impulse punishable by the 
f society is to expect palliation of 
his perfidy in the marriage relation. If 
he cannot control his brutal passions un- 
der criminal temptation he is not lit to 
be abroad in civilization, lie ought to 
locked up as a wild man dangerous to 
society. U lie shows himself to be a 
boast in Ids hmciviousiiasa, mora espec- 
ially in spite of the obligations and the 
protection of marriage, be ia unfit for as- 
sociation with decent women. So far 
froi i deserving extenuation because he 
male being, he deserves the severer 
ishiuent. If a man's passion is dif- 
ferent from a woman's and naturally 
ih,- more destructive, the more it needs 
to be curbed by social puuishuient lor 
IW disorderly display.

The color of shell does, however, 
give ns a pointer as to the kind of ben 
that laid the eg*. There are two dis- 
tinct classes, or varieties, of hens of 
which there are many different strains 
■nd many intei mediate grades. They 
are known as the Asiatic and the Med- 
iterranean classes. The former is the 
large, feather legged type, to which be- 
long the Brahmas. Cochins and Lang- 
•hans. The Mediterranean class com- 
prises the Leghorns, Spanish, Minorcas, 
etc. The former, or Asiatic class, lay 
very dark shelled eggs, while the latter 
lay clear, white shelled eggs. The 
Asiatics are tin hatchers, the bens be- 
ing very much given to sitting.

•hell theory, their eggs should be a »ort 
of abappy medium between the Asiatics 
and Mediterraneans in quality and 
flavor. 

Then there are the good old common 
bens. They are all of mixed blood of 
no distinct class, aud the shells of 
their egg* vary in color from • light 
brown to a creamy white, never quite 
as dark brown as the pure Asiatics, nor 
so white as those of the pure bred Med- 
iterraneans. 

Unlike the shell, however, the yolk 
of the egg is a pretty good indication of 
its richness. Hens that have plenty of 
grass and insects lay the richest, dark 
yolked eggs, whereas those deprived of 
green food and meat lay eggs with pale 
yolki that are thin in albumen also and 
not very nutritions. Plenty of insects 
or fresh meat make rich eggs. 

Item. Ill Asparagus Cultars.

An Illinois r.rnier T«1H What Varieties 
to 4. row I or Market land Why. 

In the following notes from Uartletv 
Ing a farmer in northern Illinois oamei 
varieties of vegetables he has found 
profitable for market. He says under 
the head of snap brans: 

I like the Early Mohawk because of 
itsqitiek growth and large pods; in rat- 
ine pods look plump longer when picl 
ed than most sorts, and they will stand 
light frosts. For wax beans I grow the 
Qiant Yoseinite. It is a mammoth wax 
and very productive, its pods being

round and very fleshly ar 
flavor, and the plants a 



less liable to rust than a 
wax beans. 

Edmund's Early and Early Egypt: 
are the beets I grow. The first nan 
Is a small round beet of a deep red c 
or and is fine for bunching. It I 
favorite with the foreign people he 
Americana prefer the Egyptian because 
of its variety of color and amocth ap- 
pearance. For bunching I grow the 
Oxheart carrots, but we dou't use much 
of it. My main crop is of Danvere, 
which is medium long in form and 
makes a finer appearance than long aorta. 
It also is a heavy cropper, easy to har- 
vest, and a fine keeper. 

1 have had better success with Snow- 
ball than with any other variety of 
cauliflower. It is a true type of cauli- 
flower, having short stem and a beauti- 
ful large white, regular head, and it is a 
flue ahip|ier. Autumn Uiaut is a good 
winter sort, standing frost quite a little 
without much injury. The beads, how- 
ever, are coarser and more irregular 
than those of Snowball. 

For early cabbage 1 grow Jersey 
Wakefield. It is of fine quality 
larger than most other early sorts 
it make* solid white heads. Early E 
nier is a fine second early, but 1 
Faultless better, for it is quite as early 
as the other and less liable tc 
seed or crack open. Succession is the 
best summer variety I have ever tried.
